Aspremivm of £15 for bestsam-
ple of hominy nnd cattle corn,  Each
sample must be sent in o separate
package, marked with the name of
the exhiliitor and the name of the
variety, and the package may be sent
by feeight fnthe chnrge of this olliee.
Ench sample must contain not less
than thivty eavs. The weither has
been soextremely cold thae it is gnes-
tionable how far the corn germs have
been effected by it Too much eaution
thevefore ean not bo exeresed in the
selection of seod corn. It is my pur-
